gravel roads of the southwest part 
of 'Hamilton township. 
A petition 
signed by many of the taxpayers and 
voters of that section was tiled with j 
the board. 
The law provides that the roach of 
a county shall be divided equally 
among the commissioners to be cared 
for and as the granting of the petition 
would have made Mr. Downing’s share 
of the work considerable Ie— than 
that of the others no action was tak­ 
en at the March session.

May Be Adopted By Farmers in Jack*

How to irrigate by the use o f the

REMOVING SNOW 
FROM SIDEWALKS 


How It Is Done In Lacrosse, 
Wis„ Explained. 


BEST METHODS TO EMPLOY 


In Cleaning S tre ets and W alks Snow 
Shovelers Should 
Be 
in stru cted 'n 
the Special 
Im p o rtan ce 
of Keeping 
Free Mail, Police, Fire Boxes. Etc. 


The proper cleaning of snow 
Trona 
sidew alks offers considerable difficulty 
to officials 
for 
its 
proper 
solution 
W here the law requires t lit* au th o ri­ 
ties to take charge of the cleaning of 
all w alks snow plows can lie used to 
a d v an tag e at least once or twice in the 
season. 
A fter this the snow will pack 
on the sides and roll back on to the 
walk. 
H and labor m ust then be iu 
stalled iP th e walk is to lie cleaned full 
width. 
W here if is a question of clean 
ing w alks which property ow ners a re 
required to clean, but do not, it is out 
generally 
practicable 
to 
use 
plow* 
since tile walks which are to be clean­ 
ed by the city are widely scattered, 
and in such cases also hand d e a n in g 
m ust be resorted to 
W here there are sodded strips snow 
should be removed at least one f<»ot be­ 
yond each edge of the sidewalk paving, 
especially w here the lots adjoining are 
higher than the w alks, as this will 
prevent ice from accum ulating after 
th a w in g begins. 
Im m ediately a fte r a snow fall ail pub­ 
lic walks, street corners and street a n d 
alley crossings should be cleaned in a 
system atic way. 
T he work is laid out 
in routes. wMth from tw o to four men 
on each 
route, depending upon the 
depth of snowfall. 
W hen possible th e 
men selected are those living n e a re st 
to the respective stations. 
It Is som etim es difficult to Judge cor­ 
rectly as to w hat constitutes a com 
pliance with 
the requirem ents of a 
clean sidew alk 
Some property ow ner* 
a p p e a r to think that a path alone th e 
center of the walk is sufficient, while 
others wait until the snow has been 
tram ped 
hard and then remove th e 
loose snow on either* side 
Neither of 
these should be tolerated by the a u ­ 
thorities. as the first thaw will cau se 
ice to form and m ake a most d a n g e r­ 
ous condition 
T he length of routes and sizes of 
crow s for shoveling private sidew alks 
should be increased over those for th e 
regular public shoveling. 
Attorn eight 
men and one forem an for a crew have 
been found to l>e tile most desirable. 
T he forem an should locate, m easure 
and describe the work 
F o r the m eas­ 
u rem ents he may use a ten foot stick 
an d locate the work by giving the d is­ 
tance of its beginning from the near­ 
e st corner and the num ber of front 
feet 
shoveled—for 
exam ple, 
“nortb- 
w'est corner Sixth 
anti 
State: corn- 
monoe north UH) feet; 50 feet: skip IOO 
feet; 50 feet.” this being interpreted 
as meaning, beginning on the north 
w est corner of Sixth and State streets, 
th e first IOO feet ru nning uortb were 
shoveled by the owner, the next 50 
feet shoveled by the city, the follow­ 
ing IOO feet shoveled by the ow ner 
and the last 50 feet by the city 
To correct any m istakes m ade by the 
city force a posral card printed for 
this purpose should be sent to each 
ow ner of the properties cleaned, giv­ 
ing inform ation of location, am ount of 
work done and cost; the ow ner having 
tile option of paying this cost at once 
or having the sam e charged to taxes 
T hese ra n is are very m uch app reciat­ 
ed by ow ners whose leases call for 
their te n a n ts to clean the sidew alks.

T he police a tte m p te d to a r ­ 
rest the soldiers and were in turn a t­ 
tacked and driven off, while one po­ 
liceman, Patrick Reagan, was cut sev­ 
eral times with a knife. 
T h e fire d e­ 
p a rtm e n t was called out, but the fire 
hose was cut, and not until a provost 
guard arrived were th e firemen able 
to extinguish the flames. 
Several Mexicans an d negroes were 
assaulted and the police clubbed four 
or five soldiers, but the latte r were o r ­ 
ganized and planned to clean out the 
neighborhood. 
They were prevented 
from doing further d a m a g e by the a r­ 
rival of Colonel Hailey, com m anding 
the regim ent of coast artillery mobiliz­ 
ing here, on the scene with a provost 
guard of forty men from C am p Crock­ 
ett. 
T h re e soldiers were ta k e n to jail 
and twenty-two o th ers placed in the 
g u ard ho u se in camp. 
T h e m en involved in the riot, esp e­ 
cially those connected with the bu rn­ 
ing of the houses, will he eourtmar- 
tialed and the brigade officers assured 
the city authorities they will be given 
the m a x im u m punishment.
